The Highest Tunnel 

Ever since the discovery of South 
America the great Andean chain of 
mountains, wh'sh runs from and to 
end of the continent, has formed a 
formidable harrier to intercourse be¬ 
tween the nations inhabiting 1L In¬ 
deed It has actually been simpler for 
people living lh the Argentine to 
make long soa voyr.ges in order to 
reach their ne'ghbors in Chile rather 
than attempt to cross the natural 
frontier dividing them. But the proud 
Andes have now been subdued by the 
burrowing thrtugh of a tunnel, the 
loftiest (of any considerable length) 
in the world- This is to be found on 
the Transandine Railway, which runs 
from Buenos Ayres on the Atlantic to 
Valparaiso on the Pacific, a distance 
of 888> miles. In ascending the Andea 
the track follows more or less closely 
the old Andean trail till it reaches 
the foot of the Cumbre Pass He-e, 
at an altitude of 10,600 feet above the 
eea level, the summit of the mighty 
range of mountains Is pierced by a 
tunnel just over two miles in length. 

It was at oBce a difficult and ardu¬ 
ous feat, necessitating the toil of an 
army of brave men for several yen's 
in a region of eternal snow and fright¬ 
ful blizzards, indeed, this tunnel in 
the Andes lies 1.600 feet higher than 
the highest carriage road in Europe 
—that oyer the Stlevio Pass—and 
more than 8,500 feet higher than tbe 
Mount Cenis, St. Guthard and Simplon 
Passes. With the opening of the Pan¬ 
ama Canal the commercial importance 
of this tunnel can hardly be exag¬ 
gerated. 

Nova Scotia’t Untilled Acrea 

Food for thought is contained in the 
figures given by the census and statis¬ 
tics branch of the department of 
trade and commerce- According to 
this authority, in Nova Scotia, even 
with tbreo hundred years’ settlement, 
out ot an available area for cultiva¬ 
tion of 8.000,000 acres, not a 
million are actaa’ly under cultivation. 
Leading*>nercbants in the Maritime 
Provinces feel that with the possibili¬ 
ties possessed by such a widespread 
territory, the great problems to be 
met are those ot adequate transporta¬ 
tion and markets. It is pointed out, 
says a Halifax message, that the 
United States, with its already enor¬ 
mous and rapidly increasing imputa¬ 
tion, must ultimately become the 
largest purchaser of Canadian pro¬ 
ducts. The fact is not lost sight of. 
however, of the opportunities offered 
by the now fast developing South 
American Republics, which are a.so 
bound to become patrons ot Canadian 
food products. ’. • ,

The translat'on has been done by 
Ibrabim Bey Htlmy. a learned Orient¬ 
al, who by giving Turks an opportun¬ 
ity of expressing their religious senti¬ 
ments In their own mother tongue, 
will doubtless by suitably rewarded by 
both church md state. 

The sheik ut Islam at Constantin¬ 
ople heretofo-e prohibited the publica¬ 
tion of the Koran In the vernacular 
on the plea that since no translator 
could strictly conform to the original 
he would be sure to make mistakes 
and those mistakes would be sacrilege. 
In this the sltelk has usually been sup¬ 
ported by the prime minister and the 
Young Turks, who, In spite of the lib¬ 
eral ideas on religion that somo of 
them are known to entertain, cannot 
go against popular feeling on so im¬ 
portant a matter. But it seems that 
Ibrabim Bey Hilary, who is master of 
both Arabic anl Turkish, to say noth 
lng of Persian, Hebrew and Greek, has 
produced a translation which the lead¬ 
ers of Islam by a majority applaud.

WHEN PAY DAY COMES 


In Norway, Under Similar Conditions, 
Million apd a Half Horse-power 
la Developed 

The statement is sometimes made 
by the uninitiated that the water- 
powers north of the settled parts of 
our Dominion are of little value. The 
existence of numerous falls and rapids 
In these parts is not denied, but the 
argument is advanced that the temper¬ 
ature and other climatic conditions ex¬ 
isting where these falls and rapids are 
situated will prevent their utilization. 
Aa a direct contradiction to the above 
assertion, we need only turn to Nor¬ 
way, the latitude of which is about 
the same aa that of the Yukon, and 
where climatic conditions are similar 
to those of Northern Canada. In size, 
Norway is only slightly larger than 
our Maritime Provinces, and yet we 
find there water-power plants with a 
total capacity of over 1,500,000 horse¬ 
power, either in actual operation or In 
course of construction. Hydro-electric 
stations of considerable size have 
been constructud In different parts of 
that country. Many of the smal’er 
ones have been erected for municlial 
use, but the larger ones are for the 
electro-chemical industry, iu which a 
main factor of success is cheap and 
plentiful electric power.—L- G. D., In 
Conservation.

He was very fond of cats, and kept 
no' less than ssven.

Making Real Flesh by Aid of Sponge 

Rubber-has many uses, even to re¬ 
pairing tbe human body externally. 

The great Italian surgeon Fiescbi 
conceived the idea of using porous 
rubber in tbe form of fine sponge, 
counting upon the affinity between 
it and human tissue to bring about a 
perfect fusion 

Dr. Fiescbi called this “nuova 
came,” or “mw flesh.’’ He experi¬ 
mented with it upon animals before 
he tried it on his patients. He in¬ 
serted bite of sterilized rubber spot’gs 
in .various parts of the bodies of degs 
and rabbits and found that in a very 
short time they were not only en¬ 
veloped, but thoroughly penetratej 
by granular tissue without any-in¬ 
flammation, cuppurallon or other ill 
effects. 

Having thus proved its value. Dr. 
Fieschi used the porous rubber in 
healing two large wounds resulting 
from the reduction of hernias. • He 
inserted it -where it would be most 
efficacious In strengthening the mus¬ 
clar walls that retain the internal 
organs The wounds healed without 
complication 

A year after the operation an X- 
ray examinatio i revealed the rubber 
still in piac? anu apparently become 
an integral part of the tissues.

Rolling and Drawing a Bar of Iron 
Into a Fine Thread 

Bars of metal four inches square 
are heated and passed while hot and 
plastic through rapidly revolving 
rclls, reducing them to wire rods 
which vary from jne-quarter of an 
inch to rn incli or more in diameter, 
depending upon the finished size of 
wire wauted 

These rods, hlch are formed into 
coils as they pass througli the ro Is, 
are dipped in acid baths to remove 
loose scale and provide a lubricant 
for drawing Drawing consists of 
pulling rods while cold through holes 
of gradually increasing diameter drill- 
ed in steel plates During this pro¬ 
cess the particles of metal become 
elongated and strained, making the 
wire harder uni more-brittle. To re¬ 
store It to a proper temper it is neces¬ 
sary to heat or anneal it. 

When a fine diameter is reqai-d 
there must be repeated anneali gs 
and drawings. This may be done un¬ 
til the bar, which originally was four 
inches square and four feet long, be¬ 
comes reduced to p, diamteer of p 
single thousaniti- of an inch and ex¬ 
tended 13,000 miles in length- Be¬ 
fore so fine a Uze is reached the wire 
will cut into the steel of the die plate, 
so the usual die plates must be dis¬ 
carded and the drawing continued 
through holes drilled in diamonds, 
the diameter :t these diamond dies 
decreasing by fractional parts, of a 
thousandth of an inch This wire af¬ 
fords a striking illustration of a mat¬ 
erial made more valuable by tue 
application of labor.

Today Canada isMnaklng geography, 
aot of the ephemeral sort, that passes 
sway In a generation, but of that perm¬ 
anent and substantial character that 
will enduro for a century and beyond. 
Right In the heart of this North Amer¬ 
ican continent—almost at the doors cf 
Toronto—Canadh Is engaged upon a 
project magnificent In Its conception, 
revolutionary In its effect, national .n 
Its signifies nco. It is this that Can¬ 
ada Is about in the building of the 
nov Welland Ship Canal. 

The appellation, Welland Canal, is 
pet haps three-quarters of a century 
old. The old folks talked of It. every 
school clfld lea'ns of it as part of 
the dally curriculum. But, with all 
this, how many know that right at 
the threshold of Toronto la geography 
In the making? A nation is converg¬ 
ing its wealth, its bruins, its muscle, to 
overcome the natural obstacle to 
navigation presented in the Niagara 
cataract—or better to itnprove the 
facilities of the oxlst'ng gap; to In¬ 
sure. that the trade of Canada will 
low east and we.t, and that Canada 
herself shall become one ot the car¬ 
rier-nations 01 the world. 

These are some of the problems in¬ 
volved in the proposal to build a 
new Weland Ship Canal and It is to 
their solution that the gigantic pro¬ 
ject la now unaer way. 

It Is no Idle boast to speak of ihe 
construction of the new canal across 
the Niagara Peninsula as one of the 
world’s greater,, engineering tasks In¬ 
deed, the estlmaed expenditure of 
950,000.000 would be sufficient to 
warrant that .-laim. But In these 
days of groat engineering construc¬ 
tion the new Welland Canal will rival 
h. .Its challenge to science the con¬ 
necting waterway at Panama, where 
two oceaas J are Joined, and in its com- 
n.ercial efficiency to the prototype of 
all big canals, at Suez. 

There Is a romance in the historj 
•f what may be called the Welland 
Canals, and there Is the charm of 
fiction in the story of the conception, 
design and now the construction, of 
the greater Welland. For Its realiza¬ 
tion men have striven in the glare of 
the nooday and the quiet of the 
night, in the halls of parliament and 
In the secluded purlieus of the coun¬ 
cil chambe. 

It is a man r work; It is a work 
for many men; it is a worthy task for 
a nation. The mei who build those 
canals don’t figure in digits. Th-y 
compound In rnousruds. The faith is 
given to them to remove mountains. 
They pick up a railway here and de¬ 
posit it bodily over there- They com¬ 
pute quantities an.l distances as if the 
smallest thing to do was to lift a 
great 8teamsuip with ten thousand 
ions of cargo over a 300-foot hill, and 
place It on au even keel 35 miles 
away. 

It Is worthy to cote that the direct¬ 
ing genius of the new Welland Canal 
Is a pure Canadian product. Mr. John 
Laing Weller .s engineer in charge of 
survey, design and construction. Ijte 
is one cf the Increasing number cf 
graduates who now encircle the globe 
In one branch of the Imperial service 
or another wh > have brought great 
and lasting credit to their alma mater 
—the Royal Military College at Kings- 
ten. Mr. Weller was born at Co- 
bourg on February 13, 1862. At the 
age of twenty-one he was assistant 
engineer on the Trent Canal; from 
1888 to 1900 he was connected With 
Ybe St. Lawrence Canal system, and 
from 1900 to 1912 superintendent of 
the Welland Canal. When the seri¬ 
ous break occurred In the Cornwall 
Canal in 1908, Mr. Weller was called 
from St. Catharines to take charge of 
the work. * 

The first shovel started to work on 
October 3, 1913, ana the specifications 
provide for the completion of all con¬ 
tracts in time for the openin'..; of th‘e 
canal In 1918. 

Fifty million dollars Is, rAgh y 
speaking, Mr. Weller’s estimate of the 
cost of completing the canal. The 
prides so far obtained from the con¬ 
tractors place the cost considerably 
below his estimate, and one ambition 
the engineer has is that the whole 
undertaking may be completed and 
handed over to the government with¬ 
in the original estimate. 

All the work is being done by con¬ 
tract, except the building of the lock 
gates, which are provided by the de¬ 
partment- to insure uniformity of qual 
ity and a lower price, in view of the 
number required Guard locks will 
be put in at Fort Weller and Port Col- 
borne. Care has been taken to 
provide ample safety factors to make 
the canal secure against emergen¬ 
cies. Mr- Weller’s experience with 
canals has enabled him to introduce 
Into his design many Improvements 
that will facilitate the ease of opera¬ 
tion. The locks jire all of the same 
sl/.e, and the parts are interchange¬ 
able. In the multitude of detail to¬ 
day he has a vision of the completed 
canal, with the products ' of the 
prairies meeting the Imports from the 
old land; eastern Canada grasping 
through its long stretches the hand of 
the west In ore great national pur¬ 
pose.—Toronto Globe.

Russian Tailor May-Not be Allowed

Whether Ike Willis, a Russian tail- 
oi, aged 30, will permanently become 
a passanger on liners travelling be¬ 
tween America England and Russia 
when he co.nes out of an Engl'sh pris¬ 
on in a year's lime la a matter for 
speculation. 

- Willis is ar undesirable alien, who 
was charged at London sessions with 
contraventing au expulsion \order 
which had followed his practice) of a 
confidence trick. His counsel! Mr. 
Purcell, told “a curious story/ about 
him. Born in Russia, Willie was 
brought to Eny and when 2 years old. 
He spent eighteen years In this coun¬ 
try and most of the remainder of US 
life he had teen In America He had 
a wife and two children. 

On two occasions be bad been sen.t 
to Russia by boat but as he was ub- 
able to speak the language the auth¬ 
orities declined to allow him to land. 
The first time he was sent back here 
and he bad now returned to see Lit 
wife and'children and to take them 
away. It was difficult to know what 
would happen tc him In the circum¬ 
stances and be might permanently be¬ 
come a paasenge. on liners travelling 
between the different countries. 

The unwanted Willis was said to 
have been twice rejected by the Unit¬ 
ed States authorities and If the Rus¬ 
sians 'efuse to hare him back he 
seems destined for a life on the roll¬ 
ing deep unless he obligingly seeks 
a watery grave. 

SOULS VS ALGEBRA 

Dr. Francis Denounces Majority of 
Teacnert as Ignorant 

Denunciation of the present school 
system uttered by Dr. J. H. Francis, 
superintendent of schools, Los An¬ 
geles, Cal. caused a stir among dele¬ 
gates present at a session of tha 
National Education association held at 
! St. Paul 

"God bless the girl who refuses to 
study algebra, a study which causes- 
many girls to lose ihelr souls," was 
one of Dr. Francis’ statements. 

"The averaga literature teacher has 
I no soul and little brain,” he continued 
“It Is a wicked waste of a child’s 
life to compel him to study with her. 

“Most of our teachers are selfish 
egotists, would-be scholars, hiding be¬ 
hind the word ’conservatism,’ afraid 
of any new method because it would 
show her Ignorance 

“Progress, too, is blocked by the 
great civic religious and political In¬ 
terest*. 

“I would rather send my child to a 
teacher with a soul than one with 
brains whose only object Is to have the 
child reach the answer in the back of 
the book. 

“Nine-tenths of our immorality la 
due to damage done by teachers to 
boys and girls before they reach high 
schools.” 

Kamloopa, B.C , Opens Public Market 

The city of Kamloops, B.C., haB 
opened a public market. On the open¬ 
ing day a goodly crowd of citizens 
were present early in the morning, 
ready to receive the vendors. But 
the farmers stowed less earnestness 
than the citizens; the earliest vehicle 
was half an Lour late, and only 16 
more appeared In the course of the 
day. The market conditions were 
such that the demand largely exceed¬ 
ed the supply and the small amount 
of produce offered was readily dis¬ 
posed of. This success should encour¬ 
age more of the surrounding farmers 
to take advantage of the market- 
White farmers will not compete with 
the Chinese in peddling their produce 
from door to door, but might reason¬ 
ably be expected to meet their custom¬ 
ers at a central market. Kamloops 
is to be congratulated on its efforts 
to bring customers and producers Id- 
to direct contact with one another, 
and this praiseworthy effort should 
meet with the success it deserves 

KAISER FOR POPULAR SPORT 

Want* to See the Masses Uplifted by 
Athletics * 

The Emperor of Germany, who has 
shown q warm appreciation of all 
kinds o» sport, believes that the ob¬ 
ject should be : physical upbuilding of 
the masses "ather than an effort to 
set new records. In a speech at the 
dinner at the Bruns-Buttel-Koog, fcl- 
lowing the Lower Elbe regatta, the 
monarch said !bat he saw with joy 
tLe earnest accomplishments of the 
nation In sport and continued: “I de¬ 
sire to direct attention to a matter 
as to which 1 believe our nation is on 
the right track This *s an endeavor to 
confer the chief fcenefltipof sport upon 
ihe whole people, to bring the masses 
up to a high plane, and not to sort out 
individual, first-class performances 
from the dead level, which remains 
generally lower.” 

ALL ARE TUBERCULOUS 

Sir William Osier Startles a Big 
t m Audience at Leeds Conference 

Sir William Osier, Regius Profes¬ 
sor of Medicine at Oxford university, 
startled the huge audience attending 
ihe conference of the Association lor 
the Prevention of Consumption by tell¬ 
ing them that they were practically all 
tuberculous. He said: 

"If with the aid of radium and a 
microscope I could look at the chests 
of the audience ’ am addressing, in 
9 C per cent. cT you I should discover 
a small ,'ocus pr area of tuberculos¬ 
is” 

Sir William demanded, In the in¬ 
terests of the state, the establish¬ 
ment of rigid control over consump¬ 
tives. . 

Beef Stored For Eighteen Years 

A hlndquarter of frozen beef ex¬ 
hibited at Smitbfleld after being in 
cold storage for eighteen years of¬ 
fers a remarkable example of the re¬ 
volution wblth refrigeration has 
made In the food supply.

FOR TOWN BETTERMENT 

Practical Suggestion for Improved 
Social Conditions In Town 
and Country 

In the city tbere are aocietii t of all 
kinds for civic Improvement—city 
planning associations, city clubs, soo- 
ial servoe leagues, health societios— 
the list grows longer every day. But 
what about tfce country town?' Doe« 
it need nothing? " la life In the,coun¬ 
try town or v llage so near perfection 
that no improvement can take place? 

Yet we rarely taar this matter dis¬ 
cussed. Either we have grown ac¬ 
customed to things ^s they are or 
have been discouraged at repeated fal.. 
ures. Only a fe- days ago a country 
school teacher wrote me with a vl -w 
to coming^to the city so that he might 
find a field tor community work. His 
eyes had apparently not been opened 
to the great needs and wonderful op¬ 
portunities for social service that wtre 
all about him in his own little town 

For his benefit and for that of hun¬ 
dreds of ithers like him, let me quote 
a few paragraphs from an article by 
F. M. Hansen oi Des Moines: 

“Business Jealousies, social jealous¬ 
ies, and mUui.derstandiugg are of fre¬ 
quent occurrence and assume large 
proportions in town life.- In some 
towns certain social,' lodge or church 
groups make for -ery distinct sets or 
cliques. All this calls for a getting 
together for mutual helpfulness to un¬ 
derstand each other and to realize 
that it’s all one big family with a 
common Interest. Events which are 
community-wide in their nature, such 
as banquets, receptions, play events, 
etc., may we*', be planned with the 
Idea In mind of doing what has just 
been suggested above. If even all the 
men of a town would meet once a 
month or to and discuss the commun¬ 
ity problems and mix socially It would 
be worth while. In one town a com¬ 
mercial club has done with good re¬ 
sults just this very thing. The writer 
has alwajB said that if some Industry 
could be devised to make use of ihe 
winter months of idleness of many 
men In small towns lit would be a 
blessing not only to the *i?Wi* but to 
the community. There is a great 
economic wagte here. 

The pub'ic health Is a thing of vital 
concern in each town, and yet how lit¬ 
tle real attention is given to It. A sur¬ 
vey of almost any small town would 
reveal some startling facta as to the 
conditions endangering health. No 
more practical thing could be done 
than to make a health survey of a 
community and then take action. 

A town clean-up day has been one 
of the first things thought of in town 
betterment tc safeguard health and to 
beautify the tov/n. There is an abund¬ 
ance of literature on the preservatim 
of health which can be made use cf 
In such campaigns 

The educational interests of a com¬ 
munity can be helped by any group 
with real community vision. Are the 
public schools ihe best? Is the build¬ 
ing the best? Are the courses what 
they should be? These and many oth¬ 
ers would be practical questions to get 
concerned about aud Interested In. In 
one case a small club of men kept con¬ 
tinually at It tili they got a new school 
building. Then there is need of such 
supplementary eductaional work In a 
community as can be gotten through- 
lectures, libraries, reading clubs, agri¬ 
cultural short courses. 

The toWn school houses might well 
be made use of literary events,, de¬ 
bates, discussions, etc., which are of 
community-wide interest. In one 
community the school building is used 
often for debates which pack the larg¬ 
est room. 

Proper recreation and entertainment 
for the people of a community is no 
small fsetor in making for character 
and contentment as well as commun¬ 
ity pride. Some organizations should 
take a hand in seeing that public re¬ 
creation is properly directed. Who 
runs the town ball team and does it 
respect honor, truth and the Sabbath? 
Is the team out to win at any price, 
thus giving the town a bad name, and 
ruining some characters? And If the 
team is all right, Is it getting the sup¬ 
port it should get? Are the boys and 
girls being given a chance a play and 
is It under ihe pfoper. supervision? 

The question of public morals, law 
enforcement and things along this line 
should not escape the programme mak- 
' er for town betterment. The- proper 
I surroundings for boys and girls Is of 
! the most Importance to any commun- 
I ity Wfcat are their ideals? Are the 
homes, the schools and the churches 
giving them what they need to make 
worth while characters? Are fathers 
tuWng an interest in the boys? The 
promotion of education as to the pro¬ 
per handling of and the Importance 
of young-people through institutes, lit¬ 
erature, father and son banquets, spec¬ 
ial addresses by experts in churches, 
are means if emi>hasiz:nt tie heed of 
action along this line A special study 
of tl.e special tcm' tations ard the 
character destroying influences In a 
town might wel! be, presented to 
groii.s of fathers cnee or twice a year. 
On one occasion this was done and it 
was like a bomb. The men hadn’t 
thought about it. One group of men 
undertook to have vile pictures re¬ 
moved from the town barber shop and 
they came down. And, by the way, 
did you ever notice how some things 
are tolerated In town barber shops, 
etc., that cities would not stand for a 
minute? 

To garry into effect some of the 
above suggestions a commercial club 
of men meet monthly. Their meetings 
consist of four things: 1, Social time 
(may have something to eat); 2. pre¬ 
sentation either by local man or out¬ 
rider or both of some special problem 
which is to be discussed: discussion 
by the members of the topic In ques¬ 
tion; 4, delegate to committees the de¬ 
sires of the group as to any action to 
be taken. Such a course has almost 
regenerated a town.” 

Perhaps your community Is just 
waiting for yon to start something —

BENEFICIAL EFFECTS 
OF FORESLRESERVES 

THE FUNCTIONS OF THE GOV¬ 
ERNMENT FOREST RE8ERVES 
19 OUTLINED 

The Rem*d / For tha Many Evils Fol¬ 
lowing Jeforcstation is th* Carry¬ 
ing Out of a Policy of Conssrvatian 
■ Under Government Control. 

A perpetual timber supply, resulting 
from systematic methods of cutting 
is commonly, and correctly, supposed 
to be the chief- purpose of making 
forest reserves 

Another purpose, scarcely, If at all 
Inferior, is ..hat of regulating, the run¬ 
off from th water-sheds of rivers, on 
which, on account of the fact that the 
land is un-sulted for farming, through 
Its being too poor In quality or too 
rocky, or being at too high a level and 
so exposed ta frosts, trees form the 
most profitable crop. 

Forests maintained for this latter 
purpose are called ‘protection foresls.’ 
Possibly the best example of such a 
forert, and ctrtainly the largest pro¬ 
tection forest In the world. Is the 
Rocky Mountains Forest Reserve in 
Alberta, which, now has an area of 20,- 
896 square mtioa. 

Fortunately the Dominion govern¬ 
ment early recognized the value of 
such protection forests, and, by tne 
creation of forest reserves in che 
west, the great rivers of the plains 
having their source in these water¬ 
sheds were saved from the disastrous 
floods, the ,ow-water stages, and the 
filllng-up of the river-beds with . erod¬ 
ed soil, so characteristic of the riv«rs 
originating In the denuded water-sheds 
of the eastern United States. 

In this latter region many areas in 
the Appalachian mountains, which 
cover a large part of Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, the Carolinas »and other 
States were very severely cut, and 
have been repeatedly swept by fire, so 
that the forests have been entirely 
destroyed. When rain falls on such 
an area the water runs off almost im¬ 
mediately; if, on the other hand, the 
area were covered with forest, the 
soil would be more spongy and able 
to retain water, aud the water would 
be hindered in running off by the tree- 
roots and the debris on the ground. 
Moreover, the water, in its rapid run¬ 
off, gradually takes with It the soil, 
and where the soil covering the rocks 
is thin, it Is apt to be washed away 
entirely. Henze there is lost any pos¬ 
sibility of growing a new forest on the 
new bare rock. The soil carried away 
eventually found its way to the larger 
rivers and harbours, and did actual 
harm by silting these up. The in¬ 
creased Irregularity of flow In the 
streams—excessively full in spring 
and as scanty in midsummer—greatly 
lessened the value of the water-power 
situated on them. Accordingly an agi¬ 
tation sprang up to take steps to re¬ 
afforest such areas as above referred 
to, and after non:©- years the Weeks 
Bill was finally passed- In 1911, setting 
aside 111,000,000 for the purpose of 
conserving the navigability of navag- 
able streams, by buying up and ulti¬ 
mately i e-afforestlng the denuded 
areas on Unro. taut water sheds. At 
present over five and a half million 
acres In the Apalachians have been 
purchased or approved for purchase. 

The rigLt of the federal govern¬ 
ment to expropriate such lands by pur* 
chase hinged on the power of promot¬ 
ing navigation, given by the constitu¬ 
tion. in Canada the Dominon govern- 
met was also gven the regulation of 
navigation by the British North Amer¬ 
ica. Act of 1867, aud It has been sug-’ 
gested that, in those parts of eastern 
Canada where waste water-sheds 
clearly exert a detrimental Influence! 
on the navigability of rivers, the Do¬ 
minion government should co-operate 
with the provincial governments in 
there establishing and conserving for¬ 
est growth. Such a water-shed Is that 
of the Trent river, where, according to 
a report lately issued by the commis- 1 
sion of conservation, as the result of ; 
repeated fires, about 150,000 acres are 
practically desert land. The Trent val¬ 
ley canal which passes through this 
region, has alraady cost the Domin¬ 
ion government upwards of $10,000,- 
000 , and, as ‘above report points out, 
tte re-esiablishment of a forest cover 
on the deunded water-shed for the 
conservation of water-supplies is one 
of paramount importance to the canal 
The remedy for the many evils follow¬ 
ing deforestation as pointed out in 
this report Is the carrying out of a 
policy of conservation undef Domin¬ 
ion, provincial or,.municipal-control. 

Exhibits of Experimental Farms 

The Dominion experimental farms 
this year will ie r.-presented at all the 
important fairs of Canada by a spec¬ 
ial exhibit different from any yet 
known Six exhibits have been pre¬ 
pared, each with a view to show.ng 
in a graphic manner what the Domin¬ 
ion farms are doing to help solve the 
problems of the Canadian farmer, and 
to point out how the information had 
at the farms may be obtained and put 
! nto practice. 

Eacji exhibit will go to the fairs .n 
that part of Canada for which it has 
been specially prepared. The main ex¬ 
hibits have a’' been designed and as¬ 
sembled at the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawp, by J. F. Watson, act¬ 
ing under the direct supervision of the 
director of the Dominion farms, Mr. J. 
H- Grisdale. Each exhibit occupies a 
space'seventy-two feet wide, rnij zon- 
gists of twelv ■ panels. Two panels in 
each -will be reserved for the special 
exhibit of the branch farms In the 
locality where the sho^ is being sold. 

Farms'of Germany Supply the Soldiers 

Of every hundred subjects to mili¬ 
tary duty In Germany, 58.9 per cent, of 
tte farmer leds are fit for service, 
against 31.9 per cent. In Berlin proper, 
which shows the smallest percentage 
of able-bodied youths of any place In 
the empire. The statistics, which aie 
for the year 1912, have Just been made 
public. Wiimersdorf, one of »he 
Greater Berlin municipalities, which 
has the lowest death-rate of any city 
of Germany, furnishes 48.2 recruits 
foi service among Avery hundred men 
examined, a figure (exceeding that of 
any other ***«e city In the countrv.

Brooke, “leads a more atrenueus life 
and therefore can adapt himself more 
quickly to the conditions of military 
service than tho European. I was 
most favorably impressed with the 
I spirit of tbe troops and the genuine 
bard work dene during the time they 
were In training. 

• “?'fce mobilization of thirteen thou¬ 
sand men at Petewawa in so short a 
time could not have been possible 
except for the complete harmony ex¬ 
isting between tl:o railways and the 
mobilization staff. Col. Hughes Is 
doing his best by means of cadet 
movements, drill halls and personal

FROto BARN OOOR8 OF FARMERS 

Alleged Auto Delivery Scheme For 
Prairies by C.P.R, 

The C-P.R. is reported lo be arrang¬ 
ing for the adoption on a large scale 
of a system of supplementary trans¬ 
portation by motor wagons In tha 
prairie provinces which will practical¬ 
ly bring tho railway to the barn doors 
of every farmer In its territory. Every 
freight station will be made a depot 
for a “fleet of motor, wagons, of a 
type spec! lly devised for this ser 
vice, the number varying according 
to the size an? Importance of the dis¬ 
trict served, it 1*) expected that im¬ 
portant stations will have from 12 to 
a score of thece cars in service. 

The cars which, owing to the nature 
of the prairie territory, will not have 
to negotiate any i.eavy grades are de¬ 
signed to .carry about one-sixth of a 
railway carload of merchandise and 
are particularly .-.dapted for the trans¬ 
port of grain Tlje chief importance 
will, of course be In connection with 
the moving of grain harvested in aut 
I umn but the belief of the authorities 
is that sufficient service can be made 
of cars for delivering supplies to farm 
era and so asristing In the establish¬ 
ing of homesteaders on their land ar 
to justify keeping them In service all 
the year round Otherwise it Is evid 
ent that the 'n/estment would hardly 
bo justified. 

REFORMS PUT INTO EFFECT 

Royal Commission Proposal* Accept¬ 
ed by Department of Justice 
Reforms In the administration of 
fhe Kingston penitentiary suggested 
by the commission which made an ex¬ 
tensive investigation into the subjoct 
are beng put into effect by the de¬ 
partment of Justice. Any svstem in¬ 
augurate! wiih Kingston will, of 
course, be applied to the other penal 
Institutions. 

Convicts at Kingston who used jo 
have on Sundays their last meal of 
the day In the early afternoon are to 
have an evening meal. While Jcnives 
are not to be allowed, a new kind of 
spoon and fork will be furnished. 

The system of tubbing and boslrg 
is to be abolished or be very spar¬ 
ingly resorted to, and in addition to 
the resident physician a visiting 
physician is likely to be engaged for 
the different institutions. There 
have also been a number of changes 
In the staff at Kingston. v 
The commission suggest more out¬ 
side work *or the convicts, such as 
farm labor and particularly recom¬ 
mends that tht- manufacturing oper¬ 
ations be extended so as to include 
manufacture of things such as furni¬ 
ture, etc., required in government de¬ 
partments. This is recognized as a 
large question v/hlch would requ.re 
very careful consideration before be¬ 
ing,made effective. 

ABSINTHE NOW USED MORE 

Switzerland Produces More of Drink 
Than Any Other Country— 
Ravages in Mbrocco 
A craze for absinthe,is spreading 
ali over the continent anti to >TCng- 
land. The sal i of absinthe Is rigor¬ 
ously forbidden In Switzerland. The 
curious thing 14 that Switzerland is 
the largest producer of absinthe In 
Europe, and every drop Is exported 
under full official control. The ab- 
sintho to be procured surreptltiomly 
in the Swiss cafes is smuggled through 
from France. 

In Morocco the absinthe craze has 
become so bad that the Sultan has 
prohibited its manufacture, sale or 
Importation. This decree was made 
at the request of General Lyautey, the 
French president In Fez. All travellers 
agree that the effects of drinking ab¬ 
sinthe in Morocco are appalling. Car¬ 
avans have been described as laden 
with absinthe, carrying It from the 
coast to the Interior. 

Forestry Is the art of utilizing the 
forest and at the same time perpetuat¬ 
ing it. It Is wholly utilitarian; It has 
nothing (except Incidentally) to do 
wl(h the esthete aspects of forest 
growth whltfc concern the landscape 
gardener. Wood-crops is its object. 
Just as food-crops is the object of 
agriculture. The only obligation 
which forestry Imposes In the use cr 
harvest of a forest growth is to sys¬ 
tematically replace the harvested 
crop. In this obligation mainly, If not 
slone, does forestry differ from lum¬ 
bering.—Fernojv

WIRELESS SIGNALS 
SENT FROM TRAINS 

detailed experiments onthi 

LACKAWANNA RAILROAD HAVE 

_proven successful 

Wlrelea* 8ervlc' For Operating Trains 
la Now no Longer an Experiment— 
Communicating With Moving Train 
Will Prevent Wrecka. 

Since the fl-st wireless telegraph 
message from a moving train to a fix¬ 
ed station' was flashed from tht fast 
Lackawanna Limi.ed to Scranton, Pa., 
the improvement of the wireless ser¬ 
vice between trains and stations for 
commercial au-t operating purposes 
has been steadily going on L. B 
Foley, the (siekawai nr.’H superlnteud- 
ei t of telegraph, who originated th# 
Idea of tbe train wireless system aud 
has been in charge of ihe testa, la 
braking satisfactory experiments In 
fields hardly though’, of when the new 
cse of wireless was first conceived 
The latest accomplishment is tu# 
setting of signals by wireless from a 
moving train or from a fixed wireless 
station. Foley says that there is no 
longer any doubt that the wireless 
can be depended on for this signal 
service. .If a.< operator at a station, 
he says, wants to set a aignrl for a 
train not in communication 
with aim he can cause the semaphor# 
blade of the signal post to rise cr fall 
ar hp wishes by simply souudlng th# 
proper dots ami dasheB on his key. 

Signals can be sent by wireless ” 
said Foley, “as easily and as surely aa 
they are now sent by electricity con¬ 
ducted by wires. We have a selective 
device by which an operator can get 
a signal at any poiut If he has occasion 
to flag a train. 

“This means that if any mistakes 
are made in the orders Issued to en¬ 
gineers and conductors, at stations or 
in the case of an emergency in which ' 
a train must oe stopped to avert an 
accident the station operator can sig¬ 
nal the train as certainly as If lie uad 
direct wire communication with some 
cqe on board. 

“Another valuable use to which th#. 
wireless controlled signals can be 
put, said Foley, “i s the handling of 
freight trains on long runs. At pres¬ 
ent a through freight must make many , 
stops between Ita starting point and 
destination, so that orders and in¬ 
structions concerning right of way 
can be dell/ered to the conductors 
but these frequent stops are a source 
of expense and delay which will h# 
abolished by the wireless telegraph. 

"Keeping trains In motion for long 
distances without stops will result In 
great economy of operation," said 
Foley. ’’Railroad operating official# 
know how expensive it is to start and 
stop heaw freight trains, the addi¬ 
tional’ cost of fuel with the attendant 
pulling out of drawl:eads and the wear 
and tear of the equipment being no 
inconsiderable items in themselves. 
With direct communication with a 
train aud the ability to set and rcleas# 
signals by-wireless, dispatchers can 
keep in touch with conductors and 
make the stops needless The wireless 
permits the dispatcher to board every 
train and deliver his instructions as 
surely as If he handed them to the 
conductor in a, sealed envelope. 

“That the wireless service for ordin¬ 
ary operating purposes is no longer 
ar experiment Is proved by the fact 
that the Lackawanna has already ii© 
pended upon It when wire eommunlca- 
tion was cut off Recently, when a se¬ 
vere storm put all telephone and- tile-, 
graph lines out of commission In tr.# 
mountain division of the Lackawanna 
railroad, all train orders were handled 
by wireless between Scranton and 
Hlnghamptdn for two hours during 
which fifty-four orders were transmit¬ 
ted.” 

, ‘‘Communication by wireless lei#- 
graph to and f.om fixed stations with 
moving trains is no longer an uncer¬ 
tainty,” Foley said. “Railroads can 
now go ahead and Install the servlc# 
without any fear or failure. The seiv 
vice can be put into operation without 
increasing the train crews.” 

Commercial telegrams have already 
been sent from the Lackawanna Lim¬ 
ited and a set of regular toll rates Is 
now being prepared by the railroad 
and telegraph companies.

Declares War on Austria. Working The Auto 


England declared war on Austria 
on August 12th at midnight. The 
British Foreign office issued the 
following statement after the dec¬ 
laration: 

“Diplomatic relations between 
France and Austria-Hungary being 
broken off, the French government 
request His Majesty's government 
to communicate to the Austria- 
Hungary ambassador in London, 
the following declaration: 

. “Having declared war on Servia, 
-and thus taken the initiative in the 
hostilities in Europe, the Austria- 
Hungarian government has placed 
itself without any provocation from 
France in a state of war with 
France, and after Germany had 
successively declared war with 
Russia and France, Austria-Hun¬ 
gary has interfered in thj: conflict 
by declaring war on Russia, who 
already was fighting on the side of 
France. According to information 
worthy of belief. Austria-Hungary j 
has sent troops over the German 
frontier in such a manner as tej 
constitute a direct menace against 
France. In face of these facts the, 
French government finds itself 
obliged to declare to the Austro- 
Hungarian government that it will 
take all measure permitted to it to 
reply to these acts and menaces. 
In communicating this declaration 
accordingly to the Austro-Hungar¬ 
ian ambassador in London, His[ 
Brittanic Majesty’s government 
has declared to His Excellency 
that the rupture with France hav¬ 
ing been brought about in this way 
it feels itself obliged to announce 
that a state of war exists between 
Great Britain and Austria-Hungary 
from midnight.” 

As soon as the declaration of war 
by England against Austria-Hun¬ 
gary became publicly known, a 
large number ,of Hungarians and 
Austrians who were resident in 
London, and liable to be called 
upon for service, applied to the 
American consulate for enrollment. 
Their military books were at once 
stamped, and this will be regarded 
by the Austro-Hungarian authori¬ 
ties that the holders are ready to 
perform their military duty. 

In accordance with previous in¬ 
structions received from Secretary- 
of-State Bryan, the American con¬ 
suls throughout Great Britain take 
over the consulates of Austria. 

The Montreal agencies represent¬ 
ing many German firms have 
closed as the result of the war, and 
several people have been thrown 
out of employment. 


Tie Family Herald’ publishes 
an interesting account of bow a 
farmer bas harnessed bis rnn-about 
motor oar to tbe needs of driving 
the engines on the farm. The 
rnn-about is a 22 horse power, and 
it furnishes power for the operation 
of bis heavy fodder oatter. The 
plan is one of simplicity aud might 
be employed with advantage on 
o her farms. 

The work is f’on • on tbe barn 
floor. Two pa ; rs of iron pulleys 
w re mounted on shafts, the four 
pulleys being set just tbe exaot 
distance apart that the wheels are 
on the auto. From one of these 
shafts a bolt r»n to another pulley 
and from that to the pulley of the 
cutting machine a few feet away. 
The four pulleys are tet just below 
the floor, so t h • t when , not in nse 
they can be cov rtd with a trap 
door. 

To opera'e the cotter the auto 
is run on the four pulleys aud 
blockel there by braoes on tbe 
floor. The engine is started and 
tbe oatter is ran very smoothly. 
The pulleys, shafts and belting 
cost $35. 

Tbe same farmer had a small 
spring on his farm, and deoided 
that a greater supply of water was 
needed. He dug out the spring, 
and then ran five ditches radiating 
from the spring like the spokes of 
a wheel. The ditches were about 
twenty five long. The gravel im¬ 
mediately yielded mor6 water that 
oolleoted in the large spring hole, 
whioh in the meantime had been 
lined with conorete. In the oentre 
of the spring a length of tile pipe 
was set up to serve as an intake, 
and from this spring an iron pipe 
was ran to the house, whioh sup¬ 
plies running water the year round. 
Water is also piped to all the 
buildings on the place, a little 
reservoir furnishing the supply.
